FOR $13,000,000 COOPERATIVE SUGAR MILL IN THE GLADES — 


George H. Wedgeworth, Belle 
Glade, President of the Sugar Cane 
Growers Cooperative of Florida, 
has issued & report on the new fa- 
cilities: 

“Preliminary work has: begun on 
the preparation of the mill site on 
Which will be constructed milling 
facilities.to be known as the Glades 
Sugar House, along: with construc- 
tion of access roads to it. The mill 
, will be located on the Airport road 
just northeast of Belle Glade and 
itis expected to be completed be- 
fore December, 1962, ‘When the- 
first.grinding season: will begin. 

“Preparations for planting of the 
sugar cane to be processed through 
the. mill are also under way. A 
minimum of 20,000 acres of muck- 
land bordering the eastern: and 
southern shores of Lake Okeecho- 
bee will be planted which will be 
enough to keep the mill running 
at full capacity,” Mr. Wedgworth 
said. 
= Mr. ~Wedgworth also std&Xi, 
“Glades: Sugar House will have 
a 5,000-ton daily capacity over a 
minimum of 150 days of harvest- 
ing. More than 1,000 workers: will 
be employed in the plant and fields 
and it involves an investment esti- 
mated to be in excess df, $13,000,- 
000.00. 

In outlining the history of the 
project, Wedgworth said the Sugar 
Cane Growers Cooperative of Flor- 
ida was organized in July, 1960, 
by representatives of all vegetable 
growers and packing house organi- 
zations in the Glades area. 

Following the organizational 
meeting, Dr. Arthur G. Keller of 
Arkel Engineering Coropration, 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana, an inter- 
nationally known designer and en- 
gineer of sugar houses, was r2- 
tained by the Cooperative to pre- 
pare a feasibility study. The study 
was favorable and the Cooperative 
proceeded with the arrangements 
which have resulted in the con- 
struction now under way. 

Farrel - Birmingham Company 
Inc. of Ansonia, Connecticut, is in 
charge of the construction and is 
also furnishing the milling tandem. 
Farrel-Birmingham Company is 
affiliated with Sucesores de Abar- 
ca, Inc. of San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
which is also supplying certain of 
the sugar processing equipment. 
These organizations have estab- 
lished offices in the Elsberry Build- 
ing-in Belle Glade. 

The Cooperative has associated 
Czarnikow-Rionda Company of 
New York with it in the field of 
management, which company will 


also operate as an individual grow- 
er, processing its cane through the 
Glades Suger House.

Average Meat Cost 
Set At $91 Annually 
For American Citizens 


GAINESVILLE — The average 
person in the United States spends 
about $91 a year for meat, reports 
Mrs. Ruth O. Townsend, assistant 
in nutrition with the Florida Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Stations. 

This represents about 4.6 per- 
cent of the average person's in- 
come, and it buys 85.8 pounds of 
beef, 64.6 rounds of pork, 6.3 
pounds of veal and 4.6 pounds of 
lamb and mutton. 

Beef consumption is expected to 
reach a record high of about 9) 
pounds per person in 1961. But 
Mrs. Townsend points out that con- 
sumption of pork per capita has 
been declining since World War 
II. There hcs also been a trend 
to fresh meats and away from cur- 
ed pork items.

GAINESVILLE—Florida is well 
on the way to becoming self-suf- 
ficient in feeder cattle production, 
reports J. E. Pace, animal husband- 
man with the Florida Agricultural 
Extension Service. 

Large numbers of feeder cattle 
are now being produced annually 
in Florida's commercial herds, and 
the gap between supply and de~ 
mand within the state is rapidly be- 
ing closed, he says. 

Pace adds that the cattlemen 
who are making the most progress 
in feeder cattle production are 
those who follow modern manage- 
ment methods. They have highly 
improved pastures, use good bulls 
with a known history,’ cull their 
cow herds closely, select herd re- 
placements with care, pregnancy 
test their cows, and keep records 
on the performance of each cow,
